How toFerm Spirit Circles, 

Inquirers into Spiritualism should begin by form- 
ing s#pirit-circles in their own homes, with no Spir- 
itualist or professional medium present. Bhould no 
results bo obtainedj on the first occasion, try again 
with other sitters. One or more persons possessing 
medial powers without knowing it are to be found 
in nearly every household, 

l. Let the room be of comfortable temperature, 
but cool rather than warm—-let the arrangement 


be made that nobody shall enter it, and that there 
shall be no interuption for one hour during the sit- 
ting of the circle. 

2, Let thecircle consist of four, five or six indi- 
viduals, abont the same number of each sex. Sit 
round an uncovered wooden table, with all the 
palms of the hands upon the top surface. Whether 
thé hands touch each other or not is usnally of uo 
importance. Any table will do, just large enough 
to conveniently accomodate thesitters, The removal 
of a hand from the table for a few seconds does 
no harm, but when one of the sitters breaks the 
circle by leaving the table, it sometimes, but not 
always, breaks the manifestations, 

3. Before the sitting begins, place some pointed 
lead-pencils and some sheets of clean writing paper 
on the table, to write down any communications 
that may be obtained. 

4. People whe do not like sach other ahorl4 not 
sit in the same circle, ftr such a wänt of harmony 
tends to prevent manifestations oxcept with weil 
developed physical mediums; it is not yet known 
why. Beliefor unbelief has no influence on the 
manifestations, but an acrid feeling against them 
basa weakening influence, 

6, Betore the manifestations begin it is well to 


it is best that neither should be of a frivolous char- 
acter, A prayerful, earnest feeling among the 
members ef the circle gives the higher spirits more 
power to come tothe circle, and makes it more dif- 
cult for the lower spirits to come near, 

6, The first symptom of the invisible power at 
work isoften a feciing like a cool wind sweeping 
over the hands, The first mauifestations will pro- 
bably be table tiltings or raps, 

7. When motions of the table or sounds are pro- 
duced freely, to avoid confnsion, let only one person 
speak, and talk to the table as to an intelligent be- 
ing. Let him tell the table that throe tilts or raps 
mean “Yes,” one meaus ‘'No,"’ and two means 
“Doubtful,” and ask if the arrangement is under- 
stood, Ifthree signals be given in answer, then 
say, ‘If I speak the letters of the alphabet slowly, 
will you signal every time I come to the letter you 
want, and spell us out a message?’"’ Should three 
signals be given, set to work on the plan proposed 
and, from this time, an intelligent system of com- 
munication is established, 

8, Afterwards the question should be put, “Are 
we sitting in the right order to got the best manifes- 
tations? Probably some members of the circle 
will then be told to change seats with each other, 
and the signals will be afterwards strengthoned. 
Next ask, ‘Who is the medium?” When spirits 
come, asserting themeecives to be related or known 
to anybody present, well-chosen questions should 
be put, to test the accuracy of the statements, na 
spirits out of the body have all the virtuos and all 
tke failings of spirits in the body. 

0, A powerful physical medium is usually a per- 
son of on impulsive, affectionate and genial nature, 
and very sensitive to mesmeric influences. Thema- 
jority of modia are ladies, 

The best manifestations are obtained when the 
medium and all the members of tho circle are har- 
moniously bound together, and are thoroughly 
comfortable and happy; the manifestations are born 
of the spirit, and surink somewhat from tho lower 
mental influences of carth, Family circles with no 
strangers present nro usually tho bost, 

Possibly at the first sitting ofn oirolo symtoms of

No investigation can have any claim 
to be scientific that does not, 80 far as 
possible, provide for these various influ- 
ences, and does not fully recognize 
them in the results of experimental se 
ances. : 
Spiritual investigation is differenti- 
ated from an inquiry into the facts aud 
laws of physical nature chiefly by the 
circumstance that in the former we are 
dealing with ordinarially invisible enti- 
ties that possess will, intelligence, and 
all the other elements of human per- 
sonality; while in the latter we simply 
have to do with inanimate, material 
objects, or, a3 in zoological researches, 
with tbe visible possessors of instinct 
and intelligence devoid of self-con- 
sciousness, the basic element of person- 
ality.

Now, 
again I challenge bim to a publio discussion 
ofthis matter, Lask him to allow one of us 
to meet him in his own pulpit, or, if he pre- 
fers, I will myself pay hair the rental of the 
Academy of Music, and be can discuss until 
he has used Spiritualism all np. I will vouch 
that after three days of this discussion, Mr. 
Talmage will never open his mouth to assail 
Bplritualism again I will pat one of these 
very trance mediums that he attacks, on the 
platform to meot him. I make this as a chal- 
longe, If he bas the courage to aocept it, and 
I will say in advance that be has not the
